Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant continues to argue the allegations 
presented in previous responses. It is not clear as to the basis of applicant's argument about Butler, although Butler clearly teaches a 
patterned coating which provides for both coated and uncoated portions of a textured film of LAB and having optical properties. Appplicarlt 
again argues that "the viewer is unable to distinguish between the coated and uncoated macroscopic portions of the film" as claimed and 
this is not convincing because the instant claims fails to claim "macroscopic" portions as alleged. Further, applicant has failed to show that 
the film appearance would not be visually uniform when the portions are microscopic. Applicant is once again informed that "how to coat a 
film with an LAB" is directed to a method of making the product and is not germane to the issue of patentability of the product itself. 
Additionally, the decalaration by Mr. Mark E. Fagan of February 26, 2002 is not found to be commensurate to the scope of the instant 
claims because the particle size, particle purpose, coating thickness and the coating characterization discussed could not be located in 
the instant invention as claimed and cannot be read thereinto for the purpose of avoiding applied prior art . 
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
